WILMINGTON - It’s back to 

the drawing boards for two 
local petitioners who are pursu- 
ing the establishment of a 
Special Town Meeting that 
would seek to reverse and 
revise plans for a new library 
that is currently slated to be 
built at the location of the 
Whitefield School in North 
Wilmington. 

At a meeting on Monday, June 
10, Town Counsel Michael 
Newhouse presented to the 
Board of Selectmen his legal 
opinion that a technical flaw 
exists within one of the three 
petitions that were submitted to.

WILMINGTON - The Royal 
Dynasty Restaurant on Lowell 
Street will face the scrutiny of 
the Board of Selectmen in 
regards to its role in serving 
aleohol to two patrons who 
caused a traffic fatality on 
Eames Street in April. 

At their meeting on Monday, 
June 10, at the recommendation 
of Wilmington Police Chief 
Bernard Nally, the selectmen 
authorized Town Manager 
Michael Caira to seek a special 
counsel who could look further 
into the circumstances sur-

Cunningham was killed on 
Tuesday, April 9 when two 
Woburn men, Nicholas 
Demonico and James Quigley, 
were allegedly racing their 
vehicles along Eames Street 
after consuming alcohol at the 
restaurant earlier that evening. 
Demonico allegedly struck 
Cunningham, who was on a 
motorcycle, as Cunningham 
prepared to turn into Analog 
Devices, where he was sched- 
uled for a late shift at work. 
‘The Board of Selectmen is the 
community’s licensing authori- 
ty, so the findings of the special 
counsel could play a role in the 
future of the privilege of Royal 


a licensing hearing once the 
information is presented to 
them. 

When authorities reported to 
the scene of the accident On 
April 9, both Demonico and 
Quigley mentioned that they 
had consumed a Scorpion Bowl 
and a beer at the Royal 
Dynasty Restaurant earlier in 
the evening. Both men were 
administered preliminary 
breath tests at the scene. (Such 
tests are not able to be present- 
ed in court.) Demonico regis- 
tered a reading of .198 and 
Quigley resulted with one of 


at the State Police 
Barracks in Andover and regis- 
tered a reading of .15, a figure 
that has led Chief Nally to 
believe that both men likely had 
more to drink than they had 


admitted. 

According to Chief Nally, 
Lieutenant Robert Richter 
interviewed a bartender at 
Royal Dynasty named Wing 
Chan. Chan revealed to 
Lieutenant Richter that both 
Demonico and Quigley had

Everything’s come up “Roses” for local author

TEWKSBURY - What if a 
cure turns out to be worse than 
the disease? 

In the case of an eighteen- 
year-old named Jeff, the 


-pnswer to such a question has 


‘come at quite the price. Back 
in the summer of 19%, Jeff 
found himself dying of AIDS 
during a moment in which 
many people weren’t educated 
about the disease. It was dur- 
ing that time that Jeff was 


ure in “Blood Drops on| 
Roses,” a new novell 
written by Tewksbury 
resident Dan Graffeo. 
In addition to wrestling 
with the philosophical implica- 
tions of what a disease’s cure 
might wrought, Graffeo 
explores the definition of love, 
most notably that which is felt 
towards another but not 
returned. 

“That is something that I 


think almost everyone can 
relate to,” says Graffeo. “When 
you think about it, love is a lit- 
tle bit different for all of us. We 
all have a basic idea of what 
love is, but it’s those minor 
details that make our relation- 
ships so complex and, some- 
times, destructive.” 

Although vampirism does 
course through the veins of 
“Roses,” Graffeo cannot stress 
enough that, for the most part, 
such bloodsuckers remain deep 
in the shadows of his plot. 

“This isn’t a story about vam- 
pires,” says Graffeo. “In fact, I 
only mention that word 
two or three times in 
the book.” 

Not that Graffeo had- 
n't been itching to do a 
vampire story in the 
years leading up to his 
novel's _ publication. 
Inspired by “The Lost 
Boys,” a 1987 motion 
picture thriller in which young 
vampires haunt and party in a 
creepy Californian community, 
and “Interview With the 
Vampire,” the popular best sell- 
er in which author Anne Rice 
portrays such figures as tragic 
and beautiful, Graffeo sought

“I didn’t want my story to be 
cliche,” says Graffeo. 
“Basically, I just asked myself 
if there was an area in this 


very tired legend that hasn't 
been explored enough. That's 
when I thought about how AIDS 
was never really addressed in

Addition to Pinnacle Street home 
will not impact wetlands

‘TEWKSBURY - The Conserva- 
tion Commission began its meet- 
ing on Wednesday, June 5 by ap- 
proving an application for plans to 
construct an addition to a home on 
Pinnacle Street. The construction 
will be within the first 100 feet of 
protected riverfront zone, although 
the area might be protected under 
the Massachusetts Wetlands Pro- 
tection Act. ‘ 

Kathleen Bolton, the resident 
at 420 Pinnacle Street, received 
approval for the construction of a 
26-foot by 32-foot family suite to be 
built off the back of the garage of 
the ranch-style home. Construc- 
tion will encroach on an area un- 
der the protection of the Wetlands 
and Rivers Protection Acts. The 
Acts limit construction within 100 
feet of a perennial stream. The 
proposed construction will be 
within 75 feet of the brook. 

“I don’t see how this addition 
would have any negative impact 
on the pond or stream,” said Con- 
servation Commission Chairman 
Lou Barinelli. 

Under the regulations of the 
Act, the applicant would need to 
file a Notice of Intent (NOI). The 
NOI requires a more detailed con- 
struction plan describing the scope 
of work, the proximity to the wet- 
lands, grading, a review by the 
Commission’s environmental con-

REVERSE SWAPS 

For a long time, real estate 
investors have utilized “swaps” as a 
way to trade up properties without 
incurring a capital gains tax bill. In 
a classic swap, the investor sells 
one property, leaving the proceeds 
in escrow with an “accommoda- 
tor"—a lawyer or financial institu- 
tion that acts as the investor's 
agent.

sultant and other details neces- 
sary for the Commission to makea 
decision about the construction. It 
would also require the applicant to 
notify abutters of the construction 
plans. However, the Commission 
approved the application for a 
simple Request for Determination 
(RDA) that basically indicates that 
wetlands will not be disturbed and 
the construction can move forward. 
Under the RDA, fewer details are 
required. A review by the 
Commission's environmental con- 
sultant is not required. 

The addition to the home will 
have a full foundation with a walk- 
out basement. The property drops 
off and the ground is supported by 
a retaining wall. The edge of the 
foundation is approximately 10 feet 
from the retaining wall; however, 
that section of the wall may be 
removed, according to the appli- 
cant. The work area may extend 
beyond the proposed edge of foun- 
dation. 

“[They] are just adding onto a 
preexisting building,” said Walter 
Polchlopek, a Tewksbury Conser- 
vation Commission Administrator. 

Mr. Polchlopek said that he at- 
tended a workshop in Wilmington, 
where he learned that pre-existing 
structures may be exempt. The 
home may have been built more 
than 20 years ago. 

Commission member Steve 
Deachoff raised the issue of 
riverfront area protected under the 
state’s regulations. He indicated 
that if the brook is covered by the 
regulations, the a NOI must be 
filed. The first 100 feet of riverfront 
area is covered by the regulations 
and standards. 


The regulations state “notwith- 
standing the provisions, the issu- 
ing authority may allow work to 
redevelop a previously developed 
riverfront area providing the pro-

posed work improves the existing 
conditions.” In this case, redevel- 
opment means the replacement, 
rehabilitation or expansion of an 
existing structure. 


“This is a redevelopment of a 
riverfront area if the stream is 
ial,” said Mr. Deachoff. He 
indicated that this construction 
does not appear to improve the 
existing conditions. The Commis- 
sion did not ask the applicant to 
determine whether the stream is 
perennial. 

The Commission unanimously 
voted toclosethe hearing and made 
anegative determination with con- 
ditions of installing a silt fence 
along the work perimeter. A nega- 
tive determination allows the ap- 
plicant to move forwarg with con- 
struction plans. 2 

In other developments . . . 

Although the plans for a family 
room, master bedroom and deck 
at a residence on Kendall Road 
will not encroach on the nearby 
wetlands, several trees within the 
wetland area were removed with- 
out the knowledge of the Commis- 
sion. A stockade fence along the 
%-foot buffer zone was also re- 
moved. The applicant indicated 
that the trees were rotting and in 
danger of falling on the home. 
According to the applicant, the 
fence was also in disrepair. The 
Commission did not ask the appli- 
cant if the fence was part of the 
previous conditions of the occu- 
pancy of the home. 

The Commission voted to close 
the public hearing and issue a nega- 
tive determination on the applica- 
tion of a RDA with special condi- 
tions. Those conditions called for 
the removal of excavation materi- 
als, the repairing of the stockade 
fence and no significant grading 
changes to take place after the 
foundation is completed.

‘Back to the Drawing Boar 


This could be a long, hot summer. 

On the advice of Town Counsel Michael Newhouse, the 

‘Wilmington Board of Selectmen has pooh-poohed a petition that 
‘sought to establish a Special Town Meeting that could have 
treversed and revised plans that have been in place since April to 
‘build a new library at the Whitefield School in North Wilmington. 
+A majority on the board needed little persuasion from Newhouse 
‘that the petition was technically flawed in that it did not at all 
istate what would be the purpose of the requested meeting. 
' For residents Suzanne. Sullivan and Dan Woodbury, who 
ssubmitted the controversial petition and a couple of related ones 
sto selectmen on May 28, the board’s decision is hardly a case of 
*“two out of three ain’t bad.” Newhouse did not find any legal 
‘landmines lurking beneath the second and third petitions. The 
‘former petition aimed to rescind that squeaker of a vote in April 
ithat paved the way for the new library to be built at the Whitefield 
:School. The latter petition hoped to have the library erected at 
ithe Swain School instead. All the same, those two blessings from 
‘Newhouse don’t meana thing without the acceptance of that first 
‘Special Town meeting petition to lead the charge. 

Opponents to the petitions, most notably Wilmington Memo- 
‘rial Library Director Tina Stewart, Town Manager Michael 
‘Caira and members of the Library Board of Trustees, are surely 
‘thrilled with the decision and would like to see the issue become 
‘a closed book. 

: The thing is, Sullivan and Woodbury have that fire in their 
bellies. They're fighters, and they seem to have as many as 300 
petition-signers on their side. For Sullivan and Woodbury, the 
selectmen’s decision is not a brick wall that they have hit. It’s 
simply a hurdle that has been placed in front of them.

cal contact with anyone and 
knowing that you're going to 
die. What would your frame of 
mind be?” 

While Graffeo did not write 
“Roses” with one set group of 
readers in mind, he suggests 
that his story might best be 
enjoyed by those who grew up 
in the Eighties and now find 
themselves between the ages of 
18 and 30. At the same time, 
though, Graffeo hopes that his 
tale will appeal to a mass audi- 
ence - - an audience, of course, 
that doesn’t mind shivers down 
its spine, a skip in the beat of 
its heart or the tingling of the 
hairs on the back of its neck. 

“I've had people who weren't 
horror fans compliment me on 
this project,” says Graffeo. 

It took Graffeo eight months 
to nail down the first draft of 
his novel. From there, he 
rewrote “Roses” a “mindbog- 
gling” twelve times. These 
days, he can finish writing a 
book in half that time, but the 
months spent on “Roses” paid 


off, for he found his story 
picked up by America House 
Publishers in Maryland by the 
time he was 26. Not bad, con- 
sidering that spookmonger 
Stephen King, a favorite of 
Graffeo, saw his first novel, 
“Carrie,” published when he 
was that age. 

“It’s not unheard of for some- 
one my age to be published, but 
it is rare,” says Graffeo. “It 
still feels like a fluke to me 
sometimes.” 

When asked if he has yet to sit 
down at his computer and 
launch into a second novel, 
Graffeo reveals that, actually, 
he has just finished his fifth. A 
sixth effort, in fact, is slated to 
begin next month. For this 
local author, such an endeavor 
will call for the muse to strike 
during those hours that vam- 
pires cherish most. 

“I'm usually at work deep in 
the night hours,” says Graffeo. 
“I like to write a chapter a day, 
which usually is about five 


pages.”

legal challenges if they decided 
to call a Special Town Meeting 
based on a petition that he 
believes would not be defend- 
able in court. He suggested 
that any number of third par- 
ties could seek legal action if 
they did not agree with the out- 
come of such a meeting. Tappe 
Associates, the architect of the 
library intended for the 
Whitefield School, could be an 
example of such a_ potential 
third party. 

At one point, Selectman Scott 
Garrant asked Sullivan and 
Woodbury if they would consid- 
er withdrawing their petitions. 

“Nope,” said _~— Sullivan. 
“Absolutely not.” 

Selectman Garrant stated 
that he could not support the 
petition in its present form. He 
noted that the current petition 
did not inform residents about 
what they were signing. 

“There is a flaw, and it will be 
legally challenged by propo- 
nents of the Whitefield site,” 
said Garrant. 

As proof of his belief, Garrant 
mentioned that Whitefield 
School proponents who were 
seated behind Sullivan were 
nodding their heads to assure 
such intentions. Garrant did 
say, however, that he would vote 
in favor of a Special Town 
Meeting if Sullivan and 
Woodbury were to bring forth a 
new petition in the future that 
would not be susceptible to 
legal challenges He men- 
tioned that he did not want to 
ignore the request of 300 resi- 
dents. If, he said, the town 
were to hold a Special Town 
Meeting, then it should be one 
that could be “done right, done 
once and done with.” 


Selectmen Chairman Cain 
took sides with the opponents of 
the petitions and maintained 
that it is the responsibility of 
the board to defend the course 
of action taken at the Annual 
Town Meeting. At that meet- 
ing, Article 29 was passed with 
a five-vote margin. (The arti- 
cle secured $550,000 from the 
town’s “free cash” reserve to be 
used for the design of the new 
facility at the Whitefield 
School. The final price tag for 
the new library could be as 
much as $8.5 million.) Cain 
also asserted that it is not up to 
the selectmen to help petition: 
ers with their causes. 

Newhouse mentioned that the 
petitioners could hold onto 
their other two articles and 
submit them for a duly called 
Special Town Meeting in the 
future. Since plans for the new 
library at the Whitefield Schoo! 
are already in motion, Sullivan 
and Woodbury rejected the idea 
and vowed to press forward 
with their efforts. 

To call a Special Town 
Meeting, petitioners must 
acquire 200 valid signatures 
from registered residents. 
Petitioners must also get 100 
such signatures for each article 
that they would hope to submit 
for such a meeting. Sullivan 
stated that she should quickly 
and easily get the necessary 
number of signatures on a peti 
tion that would reflect the 
guidelines that must be met

Wilmington resident excels for Arlington Catholic

It was a day after her season 
was over. Jannelle Iaquinto was 
among the few hundred fans at 
Lowell's Martin Field supporting 
the Wilmington softball team who 
was playing the same Central 
Catholic team which beat Iaquinto 
and therest of the Arlington Catho- 
lic squad the night before. Iaquinto 
was wearing a t-shirt she made 
that said “Hail to Rappoli” and 
“Joyce is my hero” 

laquinto watched Central 
Catholic pitcher Erin Phaneuf 
pitch another superb game as she 
defeated Wilmington, 4-1, in the 
Division 2 North sectional final 

It was Saturday night when 
laquinto gave Phaneuf and the 
rest of the Central batters all they 
could handle. Iaquinto, a junior 
right-hander, was awesome in the 
game. During one stretch she 
struck out seven straight batters, 
all on fastballs. 

Central Catholic managed to 
put two straights hits off her after 
theseven strikeouts which enabled 
them to score the lone run of the 
game. The 1-0 loss ended a tre- 
mendous season for the Wilming- 
ton resident. She was named a 
Boston Herald All-Scholastic af- 
ter she struck out 219 batters this 
season in the Catholic Conference 
League. She had a 0.88 ERA in 20 
games this season, including 8 
shutouts and two no-hitters. 

In the post-season she gave up 
one earned run in 21 innings and 
struck out 26. She also has 466 
career strikeouts and needsl54 
next season to break the school 
record. And prior to the loss to 
Central Catholic, she helped AC 
defeat the four-time North sec- 
tional champions Concord- 
Carlisle, 1-0, in the quarterfinals. 

As impressive as all of her 
stats are, it’s amazing how she 
has accomplished them. She’s only 
been pitching for three years. 
When she was a freshman she was 
asked to try pitching because Ar- 
lington Catholic didn’t have any- 
one else. Three years later, it was 
her arm which put AC into the

On Sunday, she put the ‘tough

referring the loss. “Ihonestly didn’t 
know at the time that I had seven 
strikeouts in a row. And I didn’t 
realize there were two outs [in the 
sixth inning when Central scored]. 
I just knew they had the top of 
their order up and some good hit- 
ters.” 

In a scoreless game and two 
outs in the bottom of the sixth, 
Taquinto had two strikes on lead- 
off batter Lyndi Savastano. 

“Iwas trying to throw a rising 
curve ball but it didn’t do what I 
wanted,” she said. “It just hung up 
there. It was a mistake on my part 
but at the same time it was good 
hitting on her part. That was an 
absolute shot.” 

Taquinto’s competitiveness was 
evident during the game. She was 
matching zeros with Phaneuf for 
five innings. She had given up two 
meaningless hits and had struck 
outtenbatters. During that stretch 
Central didn’t have one ball leave 
the infield. Her velocity was pick- 
ing up, her fastballs were whiz- 
zing by batters, and her game face 
was getting meaner. She was 
smelling another victory. 

“That happens,” she said. “In 
the middle innings I seem to throw 
harder. When I struck out those 
seven batters I didn’t throw any- 
thing but fastballs. I didn’t throw 
any of my other pitches. People 
tell me that I do throw harder as 
the game goes on and I guess I just 
get so much into the game. It’s 
such an energy rush when you 
pitch and [opposing batters] can't 
do anything. 

“I've only been pitching for 
three years and we were a terrible 
team back then. And to be facing 
teams like Concord-Carlisle and 
Central Catholic in the tourna- 
ment is such a challenge and such 
an adrenaline rush.” 

It’s quite obvious how much 
work Iaquinto put inon the mound 
during. the last few years. She 
went ftom never throwing a pitch 
asa freshman, to anall-scholastic 
who is closing out on a school 
record for strikeouts. 
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“Jannellehas comea long way, 
really a long way,” said AC coach 
Steve Grace. “She takes two steps 
forward every year. Whenshe was 
a freshman wealternated between 
her and another girl pitching. 
Jannelle had a tough time, she 
was walking and hitting a lot of 
batters. 

"Then she tqok a huge leap 
from her freshman to sophomore 
year and she said to herself I’m 
going to be a pitcher and she be- 
came one. She struck out 90 bat- 
ters in her freshman year and 
then she struck out 160 her sopho- 
more year and she stopped walk- 
ing people.” 

Prior to this year she only had 
a fastball. She took pitching les- 
sons and came into this season 
with five new pitches: a drop, a 
drop curve, arise, arise curve and 
a change-up. Her fastball now is 
clocked at 60 miles per hour, while 
her command and her location is 
near impeccable. This season she 
walked just 21 batters in 135 in- 
nings. 

“My control was the hardest 
thing [to learn],” she said. “I al- 
ways had decent velocity but get- 
ting my location down was the 
hardest part. Picking up pitches 
was the easy part but becoming 
consistent with your location is 
hard. 

“For me the change-up is the 
hardest,” she said. “I’m a fastball 
pitcher and I don’t think I threw 
one change-up in the whole tour- 
nament. It’s so hard to have the 
same arm speed but throw the 
change-up, well for me it is. All of 
my other pitches are fast and I 
have the hardest time slowing my 
rotation down.” 

She has another year to work 
on her pitching more, including 
her change-up. From there she 
wants to continue her playingdays 
in college. She said she is looking 
at Division 1 schools like Holy 
Cross, UMass and Quinnipiac as 
well as Division 2 and 3 schools. 

“I had another pitcher three 
years ago who is now a dominant 
pitcher at St. Anselm’s and 
Jannelle is a better Lag ” said 
Grace, “Barringinjury, if Jannelle 
reaches her tial next year, 
we could be really good. But the 
best part of Jannelle is she is 
really a tremendous kid. She’s so

nice that she gets away with mur- 
der in school because her teachers 
like her so much. And it has noth- 
ing to do with her playing softball, 
it’s just they like her that much. 

“T’ve had a lot of pitchers who 
are pre-Maddonas and who have 
to be babied. Jannelle isn’t one of 
them. When she has to get tough, 
she does. She's a softball player. 
She knows every aspect of the 
game. The knowledge she has for 
the game is remarkable as a jun- 
ior. 

"T’'dlove to see her go to college 
and then become a teacher and a 
coach. I'd love to have her come 
back and help me out.” 

Taquinto said she has more goals 
to accomplish next year but she 
would like her playing days to 
continue for many more years. 

“Whichever school fits me both 
academically and athletically is 
where I'll go,” she said. “But I 
don’t care if I play division one, 
two or three or even if I sit on the 
bench all four years. I just want to 
continue to play. I love the game 
that much.”

The exhibit has been built around a theme 
of a mining camp in the Sierra Madre. The 
cabin and rocks effectively camouflage state 
of the art facilities that house the animals.

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Bike and helmet safety 


Bicycling - treasured rite 
of summer - is also a leading 
zause of visits to hospital 
emergency departments for 
children ages 5 to 14, accord- 
ing to the Emergency Nurses 
Association (ENA). One of 
the most important precau- 
tions kids can take to prevent 
serious biking injuries is to 
calways wear a helmet, ENA 
advises. 

“Helmets won't prevent 
bike crashes, but they can 
prevent permanent brain 
injury and even save a 
child’s life,” explained 
Barbara Foley, Director, 
Emergency Nurses CARE 
(EN CARE), the Injury 
Prevention Institute of ENA. 
In fact, experts estimate that 
universal bicycle helmet use 
“by children would prevent 
39,000 to 45,000 head injuries 
and 18,000 to 55,000 scalp and 
face injuries annually. Yet 
only about 20 percent of 
bicyclists in the United 
States today wear helmets. 


In 2000, 738 bicyclists were 
killed and more than 50,000 
‘injured in crashes with 
motor vehicles. Nearly one- 
third of those killed were 
children 15 and under. Most 
bicyclists killed (98 percent 
in 1999) reportedly were not 
wearing helmets. 


Foley noted that a bike 
helmet habit learned early in 
life is mroe likely to carry 


over into teen and adult 


ing a helmet as well. She 
added that young bicyclists, 
ages 14 and under, are at five 
times greater risk for injury 
than older cyclists. 

The Emergency Nurses 
Association offers the follow- 
ing tips to help kids cycle 
safely this summer. 

* Select a helmet that fits 
snugly and sits flat on the 
head. 

* Check to see that the 
helmet has been tested and 
meets the uniform safety 
standard (CPSC and ASTM 
or Snell). 

* Replace any helmet that 
has been in a crash or after 5 


years. 
¢ Begin the “helmet habit” 
with a child’s first bike ride. 
¢Encourage other parents 
to insist on helmets. 

Allow children to choose 
their own helmet color, 
design and shape. 

*Buy a bike that is the 
right size, not one to grow 
into. 

¢ Bicycles are considered 
vehicles, so obey all traffic 
laws. 

* Avoid riding at night.

Zoologist Alan Rabinowitz 
has literally been to the ends of 
the earth and back to save 
endangered animals. But stut- 
tering nearly restrained him 
from being the remarkable con- 
servationist and author he is 
today. Whether struggling 
through challenging circum- 
stances in childhood or facing 
incredible danger in remote 
uncharted regions, he has 
never given up. Perhaps one of 
Dr. Rabinowitz’s greatest dis- 
coveries was that stuttering 
didn’t have to be the end of his 
world. 

Rabinowitz’s new book, 
Beyond the Last Village, tells 
the fascinating and sometimes 
harrowing story of his 500-mile 
journey through Asia’s forbid- 
den wilderness on a quest to 
discover and preserve endan- 
gered wildlife. In many ways, 
stuttering set his feet on the 
path. Now, he’s speaking out 
for others for National 
Stuttering Awareness Week 

“What led me into this 
career was stuttering,” says the 
director of the Science and 
Exploration Program at the 
Wildlife Conservation Society. 
“I learned to trust no one and 
to speak only when absolutely 
necessary. Speaking was an 
unbearable horror. I ran from 
people to animals. It was only 
in the most remote areas over- 
seas that I felt at peace.” 

But no place was remote 
enough to shake the traumatic 
childhood memories of his stut- 
tering. In Beyond the Last 
Village, Rabinowitz. recounts a 
moment when, faced with 
imminent death on a rock ledge 

over a river in Asia, his 
mind involuntary flashes back

to his school days. 

“I closed my eyes again 
the fear and pain, and found 
myself back in my sixth-grade 
classroom. The teacher was 
calling on me to read...Now I'd 
have to get up and stutter, and

look like a fool. Some kids 
would laugh, and others would 
look away because they pitied 
me. I dropped my pencil to the 
floor and then bent below the 
desk to pick it up. Without stop- 
ping to think, I stabbed the 
point of the pencil into we 
palm of my hand, hard. 

pain was immediate, ‘shootitg 
up into my arm the way the 
ache from the jagged rock was 
doing now.” 

Now, after years of silence 
and bottled up emotion, Alan 
speaks passionately and pr 
licly about preserving wildlife, 
his travels and writing, and 
stuttering, “I don’t want others 
to go through the pain,” he 
says.

the same genetic make-up as 
the red fox and this is a part of 
the study. 

"They are certainly an 
important component of what 
you would see in the ecological 
community," Linehan said. 
"They are a big part of the 
Huichol community.” 

Another pair of stars in the 
new exhibit is sure to be 
cougars Zeus and Taylor who 
have been on site in a quaran- 

"I feel they are part of the 
family already," Meade said. 
"Zeus and Taylor, along with 
the coyotes are an example of 
animals that were destined for 
death if they had not come 
here." 

The two animals have made 
their way to the Stone Zoo from 
a facility in Seattle, Washington 
and, although they are both 
orphans, their stories are com- 
pletely different. 

Taylor's mother was hit and 
killed by a logging truck while 
she was carrying her cub in 
her mouth. The cub was res- 
cued and sent to the Seattle 
facility, 

Zeus on the other hand, had 
been kept as a pet for a short 
time until the owner realized 
the cat would become to big to 
handle. 

Meade said, "Zeus is an 
example of how wildlife does 
not make good pets." 

Neither animal could be 
released into the wild. However, 
there is a shortage of zoo space 
fo cougars because they, as 
well as the coyotes, are plenti- 
ful 


"It is certainly not a priority 
for zoos to breed or even exhib- 
it cougars unless they are part 
of an exhibit," Linehan said. 

In fact, both of the animals 
are males and there is no plan 
to breed either of them. 

Other creatures that are 
slated to be part of the exhibit 
include: Tarahumara frogs, 
which have been on the endan- 
gered species list; a 
Tarahumara snake; Gambel's

cousin to the raccoon; shor 

tailed leaf nosed bats; red 
tailed hawk; collard lizards} 
Gila Monsters; rosy boa; ear- 
less lizards; desert centipede} 
desert hairy scorpions; and 
Mexican beauty tarantulas;|

Many of the exhibits such as: 
the Mexican gray wolves and 
the snow leopards are also of 
exhibit in other parts of the 
sprawling facility on the shores 
of Spot Pond. 

The irony of the Stone Zoo is 
that it was closed as a result of 
a previous fiscal crisis in the 
Commonwealth when it was 
part of the Metropolitan 
District Commission in 1990, At 
that time, Stoneham residents 
and other fans of the zoo band- 
ed together for the Friends of 
the Stone Zoo as an informa, 
tional group. 5 

‘The result of that work was 
the Zoo was joined with the 
Franklin Park Zoo in Boston 


zoos have hit a 20-year atten- 
dance record of over 500,000 
people. 

Linehan extrapolated those 
figures and estimated that the 
attendance at the Stone Zoo 
has increased about 56 percent 
since 1996 

He estimates 190,000 to 
220,000 people per year when 
the figures from the Christmas 
Light show are included in visi- 
tors to the zoo. 

"In its heyday the Stone Zoo 
had about 600,000 people come 
through its gates," Linehan 
said ; 


According to Meade, the 
Stone Zoo has been the destina= 


tion for close to 60,000 school 
children each year. 

"This exhibit is a wonderful 
opportunity for schools to teach 
with their curriculums,” she 
said. "We have tried to make it 
user friendly."
